New Brockton seeks emergency medical services

Two of the main topics of discus 
sion in Monday evening’s meeting 


of the New Brockton Town Council 


centered around emergency medical 
services and the recent increase in 
burglaries within the town 

Several members of the council 
expressed their concern over the 
lack of adequate emergency med 
ical service for the residents of the 
town and the surrounding area 

The New Brockton Rescue Squad 
ceased operation earlier this yeat 
leaving the town and Jocal area 
without any immediate response to 
medical emergencies such as auto 
mobile accidents, heart attacks, life 
threatening illnesses, etc. 

Mayor Britt Lee told council 
members that a meeting of city and 
county officials with local legisla 
tors Senator Jimmy Holley and 
Representative Terry Spicer has 
been scheduled for 2 p.m. Thursday. 
Dec. 16, to discuss the emergency 
services problem 

The meeting is to be held at the 
Elba Elementary School, and also in 
attendance will be representatives 
for the Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency. 

Councilman Ron McMonagle, in 
discussing the matter further, noted 


that a local ambulance service 
Coffee County EMS based in Elba 
had approached them about provid 
ing emergency medical services to 
the town, They basically proposed 
providing the service for “basically 
what we (the town) were paying out 
own rescue squad ~ fuel and insur 
ance cost.” 

“This meeting that takes place on 
Dec. 16 may not resolve this issue 
of whether or not we have ambu- 
lance service coverage here,” said 
MeMonagle. 

“What I'm suggesting is that we 
go ahead and sign some type of 
temporary contract, like Elba did, 
with some rescue squad for a desig- 
nated amount of time to make sure 
we do have coverage under the 911 
system until all this coordination, 
funding and where this money is 
going to come from actually takes 
place. Because right now, the Town 
of New Brockton does not have 
coverage,” continued McMonagle. 

He added, “I think it is unfair to 
our citizens in this town to be with- 
out coverage when we have the 
capability at the existing budget 
level to have 911 coverage.” 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council agreed unanimous- 
ly to a motion by McMonagle and 
seconded by Councilman Charles 


Cole giving Mayor Lee the author 
ty to negotiate a contract with Cot 
fee County EMS to provide emet 
gency medical service to the New 
Brockton area for a specified time 
(six months) 

On the area of coverage, 
McMonagle commented that, “We 
would like for it to be no less than 
the police jurisdiction limits of New 
Brockton with preferably the old 
existing coverage of the rescue 
squad being included,” 

Turning to other business, 
McMonagle noted that members of 
the council and concerned citizens 
of the community recently met and 
agreed to work closely with the 
police department in helping to stop 
the recent rash of burglaries. 

Citizens are urged to be aware 
and alert for anyone who may act 
suspicious, Also, anyone having any 
information that could help in the 
investigation of recent burglaries 
should contact the police depart- 
ment. 

As preventative measures, anyone 
planning to be away from their resi- 
dence for an extended length should 
notify the police to that fact, and 
alert their neighbors to be watchful 
for anyone suspicious on or around 
their property.

Alabama’s new seat belt law takes 
effect tomorrow as a primary offense 


Drivers, and passengers, of auto 
mobiles and trucks had better buck- 
le up because tomorrow, December 
10, if you are caught unbuckled, 
you will get a ticket. 

Alabama’s new safety belt law 
makes it a primary offense if a dri- 
ver and/or passenger fails to buckle 
up. This allows law enforcement 
officers to issue a ticket for not 
wearing a seat belt. 

Prior to now, the seat belt law 
passed in 1991 required the wear- 
ing of seat belts: however, a driver 
had to be stopped and ticketed for 
another traffic offense before a cita- 
tion could be issued for failing to 
wear a safety belt 

The new law requires that all 
occupants in the front seat of a 


vehicle with a total capacity of 10 
or less riders must wear seat belts. 
Children are still required to ride in 
a safety seat whether they are rid- 
ing in the front or rear of a vehicle. 

There are only a few exemptions 
to the new law. They are those with 
doctor’s excuse which verifies that 
some medical problem prevents the 
wearing of a safety belt, rural mail 
carriers, individuals delivering 
newspapers, those riding in cars 
built prior to 1965 and operators of 
vehicle normally operated in 
reverse 

Anyone receiving a ticket for 
failing to buckle up will be fined 
$25. With the passing and enforce- 
ment of the new law, Alabama 
becomes one of only 15 states with

a primary seat belt law. All 50 
states have laws requiring infants 
and toddlers to ride in a_ federally 
approved safety seats. 

Alabama State Troopers, and 
other law enforcement agencies, 
want the motoring public to recog- 
nize the importance of buckling up 
which is not just to keep from get- 
ting a ticket and being fined, but 
the safety measure is designed to 
save lives. At the present time, the 
usage rate for seat belts in the state 
is estimated to be only 52 percent 
while the national average is 69 
percent. 

In Alabama, more than 1,000 
people die each year while nearly 
50,000 are injured in vehicle crash- 
es. A small percentage of those 
killed or injured were wearing their 
seat belt. 

It is estimated that the new law 
will prevent 87 deaths and 1,326 
injuries in vehicle crashes in only 
one year. Also, ar estimated $36.2 
billion will be saved in health costs 
annually. 

Regardless of the incentive, 
everyone should buckle up - it is 
the safe and sensible thing to do,

The $1 million awarded a Coftee 
County couple in a lawsuit against 
Wal-Mart has been overturned by 
the Alabama Supreme Court, The 
7-2 decision was handed down last 
Friday, 

Tony and Ann Bowers of Elba 
had filed suit against the Enterprise 
Wal-Mart Supercenter claiming 
negligence on the part of the store 
in servicing their 1993 Cadillac 
DeVille. They claimed that an 
engine fire resulted after the vehi 
cle had been taken to the Supe 
center for an oil change 

The couple contended that the 
improper installation of an oil filter 
installed at the Enterprise store on 
October 28, 1995, caused the fire 
that destroyed their car and one 
story, three-bedroom home 

Wal-Mart Stores Ine. claimed 
that it was not at fault and that the 


fire started in the electrical panel ot 
the car 

The Bowers won a $1 million 
dollar verdict in a jury trial held in 
July, 1998 

Upon appeal by Wal-Mart, the 
Supreme Court ruled that the jury 
should not have considered Tony 
Bowers’ mental anguish claim 
because he was not at the home 
When the fire started, and “was not 
placed in any immediate risk of 
physical harm,” 

The Court struck down the whole 
verdict because the jury returned a 
general verdict with no indigation 
as to What portion of the $1 million 
was for Bowers’ mental anguish 
claim 

No date has been set for the 
case to be retried in the Coffee 
County Courts, The neat civil jury 
term is scheduled for February 
2000

DHR gets 
ready for Y2K 


Coffee County Department ot 
Human Resources (DHR) Director, 
Ms. Joyce Stanford, does not 
expect Year 2000 (Y2K) computer 
problems to affect the delivery of 
agency services.

The remaining 
replacements or upgrades should be 
complete by the end of December 
We expect all of our computer sys- 
tems to work on Jan, 1, 2000.” 

She added that the agency has 
developed back-up plans that will 
allow the delivery of benefits and 
services in the event there are prob 
lems with the computer systems. If 
there are serious problems, benefits 
and payments will be issued manu- 
ally so there will not be an interrup- 
tion in the provision of services. 

DHR administers several major 
programs. They include Food 
Stamps, Family Assistance (wel- 
fare), Child Support Enforcement, 
Child Welfare Services that include 
foster care, child abuse investiga- 
tions and Adult Protective Services. 

Potential Y2K problems stem 
from the fact that some computer 
programs developed years ago were 
not designed to recognize the Year 
2000.

Commissioners question van purchase

Sparking the most discussion in 
Monday's meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was the seem 
ingly already-done-deal purchase of 
avan 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley asked the commission what 
they proposed to do about the 15 
passenger van, a 1994 Dodge, that 
had been picked up from the state 
surplus lot in Montgomery, He told 
commissioners that the price was 
$11,775 

“Its my understanding that the 
primary purpose is that it is to be 
used by the county commission and 
the county extension office,” said 
Mobley. “The van has got 50,000 
miles on it and we've got thirty 
days to pay for it. What is the wish- 
es of the commission?” 

Commissioner Len Averett made 
a motion, seconded by Commission 
Chairman Kayo Lewis, that the van 
be purchased. He said Coffee 
County Family Services was also in 
need of the use of a van and would 
be willing to reimburse the county. 

During the discussion of the 
motion to buy the van, Chairman 
Lewis said the commission had 
talked about purchasing a van for a 
couple of years and that everyone 
seemed to be in favor of it. He also 
noted that Mobley had, at his 
instruction, brought the van to New 
Brockton for the commission to 
look at. ride and consider purchas- 
ing. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
said, “Mr. Chairman, you're right, 
it Was mentioned two yegrs.ago. We 
brought it up in budget hearings, 
and we decided we couldn't afford 
it. Since then, to my knowledge, it 
hadn't been mentioned.” 

Dalrymple said he was not 


against the purchase of the van; 
however, he did have some concern 
as to how the matter had been han 
dled. 


“TI don’t like the way 
this has been han- 
dled.”

“I don't like the way this has 
been handled. It hadn't been 
brought up in a work session or in 
this meeting,” he said. “Im 
opposed to it being handled that 
way, That’s not the way the coun 
ty’s money is to be handled,” 

Chairman Lewis commented that 
this was not the first time some 
thing of this nature has been han 
dled in this manner 

Dalrymple’s response was that he 
had never purchased anything and 
then brought it before the commis 
sion to be paid for. 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
expressed his concerns about how 
the van matter had been handled 
and also noted that this expense 
was not included in this year’s bud 
get. 

After all the discussion, the com 
mission approved the van’s put 
chase by a 5-1] margin, Dalrymple 
cast the lone dissenting vote, Com 
missioner Bernest Brooks Was not 
in attendance at Monday's meeting 

The other topic sparking discus 
sion was a request by Coffee Coun 
ty E-911 Director Charles Webb 
requesting that a portion of Co, Rd 
709 be changed to 746
